Please publish and correct the 
Moselle date and oblige, a subscriber, 
Cincinnati, June 17. a. b. o. 

Shades of ^ood old Cons Miller!

The Ledgek begs to assure bim that tke 

.Moselle exploded ker boilers at Cincinnati April 

5lk, 1836. 

The Magnolia blew np at California, 0., just 
above Cincinnati, Uarek ISth, ls6i. 

The ill-fatf 1 Sultai a -xpl iJed her boilers 'J 
miles above Memphis, Teuu., about 1 g'l-lock in 
the momiag of April $Ttk, 1895. 8ke kad on 
board 1,866 Federal soldiers who had been 
prisoners-of-war and who were on their way 
home from Vicksburg after being exchanged. 
Of this number, 1,101 were lost, only 766 be- 
isg saved. The passen^rers and crew numbered 
155, of whom 137 were lost, making a total 
loss of 1,288. 

The foregoing facts in regard to tke Sultana 
disaster may be found in the reports by Govern- 
ment ottcials. iiee Series I, Vol 48, "War of 
the Rebellion: Oficial Reeords of the Union 
and Confederate Armies." 

And it is strange that "Harper's Book of 
Facts," one of the moot elaborate and trnst- 
wortky oompilatioaa, wkOe gifiag a long list of 
the world's greatest marine disasters, omits all 
mention of the Sultana calamity, tke most 
stopendew in kistory. 

Besides, in every newspaper account that has 
come to The I.ei>cer's attention, the number 
of lost has been greatly exaggerated, being 
generally stated at from 1,800 tu 2.000, when 
tkeofieial reporUgive it at 1,288— wkiob is 
surely korrifying enoogh.
